BOSTON, Mass. (UP)—Eco- 
nomist Roger W.. Babson recent- 
ly said that “the British Empire 
—as now constituted—is bound 
to collapse.” 

He also told a Boston Chamber of 
Commerce audience that “there fs no 
logical excuse for so many nations 
as now exist, : 

“There should be only four.or five 
posscssing armaments and a dominat- 
Ing voice. in world alvairs,” Babson’ 
said, “The balance ‘must expect to 
become protectoratcs, sf not Integral 
parts of stronger natlons, If nature 
takes its natural course, these do- 


minating natlons , will bé Russia, 
Germany, England,‘ Japan or China, 


-|and sossibly the United States.’” 


Babson, who recently returned 
from a two-month tour of the Orient, 
offsred these conclusions:
